In reply to these pro- 
posals Schefket Pasha said the pre- 
miership afforded such a splendid op- 
portunity to assist in the political de- 
velopment of the country that he would 
have rejoiced to accept the honor had 
It come to him under any other cir- 
cumstances, but that he could not ac- 
cept it while still leader of the army. 
To do so would not accord with his 
ideas of civil and political liberty of 
action. Schefket Pasha is an Arab and 
comes from Bagdad. lie has lived for 
eleven years in Europe and received 
his military training in Germany.

Berlin, April 26.—The Constantino- 


ple correspondent for the Lokal' An- 
zeiger telegraphs that he learns the 
sultan will be allowed to remain upon 
the throne, but on condition that he 
gives guarantees against a relapse to 
absolutism. The conditions are as fol- 
lows: 


The walls of the 1'ildiz palace to be 


razed; the barracks at Yildiz. quarter- 
ing about 20,000 men under the imme- 
diate orders of the sultan, are also to 
be razed: in the future there will be 
stationed at the palace a guard of one 
hundred men only, to be changed daily 
and supplied from the different regi- 
ments of the garrison alternately. In 
order to make it impossible for the sul- 
tan to bribe them; the sultan must pay 
the expenses of the expedition from 
Saloniki from his private fortune, and, 
furthermore, the sultan, whose prop- 
erty is largely invested abroad, must 
make a gift to the nation of $250,000.- 
000 as the basis for the financial re- 
generation of the empire. 


Military Leader Talks. 


The correspondent sends also an in- 


terivew with Enver Bey, one of the 
military leaders of the constitution- 
alists, who said: 


"Our satisfaction with our victory 


is overclouded by the loss we have 
sustained. 
About one hundred men 


Have fallen, including eight officers. 


"After fighting for hours we reach- 


ed the long desired goal. The Yildiz 
garrison gave up its arms voluntarily. 
We have decided to leave these troops 
at their posts, as they are now per- 
fectly harmless. There will be no fur- 
ther disturbances as we are masters of 
the situation." 


Asked what would be done with the 


sultan. Enver Bey replied: 


"That does not concern we soldiers, 


but now that our work is done the gov- 
ernment must 
conduct negotiations 


with him. "We are wholly at the dis- 
posal of the government and will fol- 
lo-.v its directions. I am convinced that 
everything will be moving normally 
within two or three weeks."

we, as taxpayers of Fort Wayne, to be willing to stand, considering our present 
municipal, deficiencies as to-our streets and our desire and need of improved con- 
ditions.

Upper Floor Mail Delivery 


in Buildings Without 


Elevators Cut Off. 


The fact that the postal regulations 


do not require mail carriers to climb 
above the second story of any building 
to deliver mail, and that postal in- 
spectors have directed that the rule 
be enforced in Fort Wayne, explains 
why something like one hundred and 
fifty persons and firms in Fort Wayne 
today received notification that after 
May 10 .they would have to make the 
trip to a lower floor in order lo re- 
ceive their mail. 


Buildings which are equipped with 


elevator ser-vice are not affected by 
the order, and occupants of the upper 
floors of these will receive their mail 
as usual. It has always been the cus- 
tom for the Fort Wayne carriers to 
climb the stairs to the ucper floors of 
all buildings to make delivery of mail, 
regardless of the height of the build- 
ing. 
When inspectors were here a. 


few weeks ago, however, they sized 
up the increased number of occupants 
of offices and apartments on the third, 
and even fourth floors of buildings 
without elevators and gave the order 
that delivery above the second floors 
should be discontinued. The advice is 
given that suitable mail boxes be in- 
stalled in the first floor o£ the build- 
ings, where mail for occupants of the 
upper floors can be deposited. 
Car- 


riers are also not required- to deliver 
mail to the various suites in an apart- 
ment house, but may leave it in boxes 
or with some person 
on the 
first 


floor authorized to receive it. 


It is said that the order of the in- 


spectors will affect about 150 firms 
and families in Fort Wayne.

less tho photographer has personally 
posed every member of the group so 
lhat he will show you will always find 
in such pictures some Ilcrures o£ per- 
sons who would otherwise have been 
more or less obscured, but who have 
so disposed themselves as 
to make 


sure that their faces show in the pic- 
ture. 


"So of any set group, and tho same 


would be true of any sort of picture in 
which many person? were taken, as at 
a banquet or a. wedding, and it would 
be true of some of the onlookers in a 
picture taken for a. funeral. 
People 


like to get into the picture. 


"And how true this Is appears in 


many ways in all sorts of pictures: in 
pictures in which people are not the 
main, but only incidental or subordi- 
nate features, as of accidents or ruins. 


or scenes of a great variety of sorts. 
In such pictures where the presence 
of the camera wns known you will al- 


ays find some 
persons 
facing or 


turning toward the photographer, with 
an evident desire to get into the pic- 
ture, and it i? easy to imagine that the 
gratification of seeing: themselves there 
may give them much pleasure. 


"Look at pictures taken of seml- 


savagc or semi-civilized people in re- 
motest countries, whwe perhaps they 
had never seen a mirror nor heard of a 
camera, btit you may be sure that hu- 
man vanity exists a.<= it does with us. 
.ind you may see someTwdy trying to 
get into the picture or smiling to look 
well in it. 


"And. seriously, this pleases me as

may be. yet in some nt least of man's 
underlying human traits we arc all 
kin."
